B U Y I N G IS BETTER 


Change of Price Trend Is Held 


by Bank to Have Good 


Effect on Business 


Minneapolis, Oct. 29.—"Statistical 


evidence now available covering bus- 
iness conditions during the month of 
September indicates very definitely 
that there has been an improvement 
in country districts' and a decline in 
the cities," says the monthly sum- 
mary of the Nhith District Federal 
Reserve Bank on Business conditions 
announced today. 
The report con- 


tinues: 
'" -

"This improvement in the country 


has taken the. form of a revival of 
buying and appears to be based'on a 
solid foundation. Computations made 
by us based upon latest informatio i 
published by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture concerning 
production, value and -prices received 
on the farm on October 1, indicate a 
substantial increase over last year 
in the dollar amount of the avail* 
able purchasing power of the farm- 
er. For the grains and potatoes, this 
increase in dollar value of purchas- 
ing power amounted to nearly 70 
million dollars or an 
increase of 


about 14 per cent as compared witS 
a year ago, all states of this district 
having an increase except North Da- 
kota. It is remarkable that there 
should be such an Increase in aggre- 
gate purchasing power at the same 
time that there was a decline* in the 
value of the wheat crop alone of 
about 58 million dollars. This mears 
that the,, product ion and prices of 
other crops have increased values 
more than double the loss on wheat. 
A large part of the? credit for this 
satisfactory result must be given to' 
corn which will yield S3 million more 
bushels and contribute (t value 
of 


nearly 100 million dollars above a 
year ago.
